Two Moons In the Washington Sky. 
About 1 o'clock one morning recently 


a beautiful spectacle was presented in 
the northwestern sky. Tho moon was 
about 20 dogs, above the horizon, and 
the air was so surcharged with moisture 
that a halo, with an apparent diameter 
of eighty feet, was formed. In some 
parts this halo was rather indistinct, but 
on the right hand of the moon, as one 
looked toward the south, the halo at one 
point gradually increased in brilliancy 
until there was a perfect mirage of the 
moon. The phenomenon continued for 
several minutes and then faded away. 
An observer thought that the best desig- 
nation of it would be "moon dog," as it 
resembled the phenomenon which is pro- 
duced sometimes by the atmosphere and 
the sun, with the exception that the sun 
has annually four "dogs."—Washington 
Post.

SUICIDE 
OF BAtMACEDA. 


Tho latest rcport'from Chili regarding 


Balmaccda, late Dictator of the Repub- 
lic, is that ho took hin own life nt the 
Argentine Legation at Sauticgo, where 
he had sought refuge. 
As it i-ncl been 


reported that ho had escaped from Vnl- 
paraiso in the garb of an American man 
of-war's man, on the steamer San Fran- 
cisco, and subsequently that ho had 
crossed the mountains into the Argentine 
Republic it is possible that the report of 
his suicide like the other reports con- 
cerning his escape, may be untrue. It 
is stated, however, in confirmation of 
the report of his suicide that the body 
•was viewed and identified by many 
acquaintances. 
A letter purported to 


have been written by Balmaceda, is tele- 
graphed to the Now York Ilerakl, in 
which he is reported as saying: 


"I acted all during the past eight 


months with the firm conviction that I 
was right. I had no one in the army 
in whom I could place any trust. My 
Generals were false to me; they lied all 
through the war. Had my orders been 
obeyed I believe that the battle of Oon- 
con would have resulted in a decisive 
victory against the enemy. 


"My heart nil through this trouble 


has been with Chili. I sought to rescue 
my conntry from foreign domination, 
strove to make her the fiist republic in 
America. My enemies say tliat I war 
cruel. Circumstances compelled me to 
sanction certain acts, but many bad 
deeds that may have bocn attributed to 
my orders were novor known to me unti 
after they had been committed. 


'•Until the fiual battle at Placilla I 


had strong hopes of triumphing over m; 
foes. Victory was assured by my Gen 
C'als, Alcoreccn, Barbosa 
and 
Viel 


They all lied. I now know those who 
only pretended friendship for me becatis 
of the money that was to be gotten on\ 
of me. All the money that I have in my 
possession is $3,500. My wifu gave it to 
me on the night of August 28th.

Article* Lifted by Electricity. 


It is a well known scientific fact that a 


ruler made of hard rubber or gutta percha 
may be BO charged with electricity by 
Motion with a woolen cloth that it will 
cause to be attracted to it small pieces of 
taper. This fact has been made use of 
n a machine devised to pick up separate- 
y single sheets of thin and light materi- 
al, like paper, light fabrics, etc., in swch 
a manner that each sheet may be re- 
moved and examined. 
This machine 


consists of a roller formed of a substance 
capable of being charged with electricity 
and a roller covered with fur, which is 
rotated at high speed. 


During tho operation the electrified 


roller approaches the pile of paper by the 
action of an eccentric, and attracts the 
upper sheet, the next sheet below being 
repelled by the well known law of elec- 
;ricity. The first sheet now falls upon a 
contrivance which is inserted in the 
meantime between the pile and the de- 
tached sheet, and can be easily removed 
or fed into a ruling machine, if desired.

BEMARKS AND CONDITIONS. 


Nominations and entries to all stakes must bo 
made to the Secretary on or before the 22d day of 
August, 1891. Entries for tho purses must be made 
two days preceding tho race, at tbe regular time 
for closing entries as designated by the rules. 
Those who havo nominated in etakes must nnmo to 
tho Secretary in writing which they will start tho 
day before the race, at 6 p. M. Horses cntorod In 
purses can only be drawn by consent of the Judges. 
Entries to all trotting and pacing races will close 
September 6th, with the Secretary. 
Five or more to enter and three or more to start 
in all trotting races. 


National Trotting Association Rule > to govern 
trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood Hbruo Associa- 
tion Itules to govirn running races. 
All trotttnu and pacing raced are tbo best three 
in five, unlesaotberwlnespecified; five to e-jtcranu 
three to start. But the Board reserves the right to 
hold a loss number than five to Oil, by the with, 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the purse. 
Purse to be divided pro rate. Entrance fee. 10 per 
cent, on purse: to accompany nomination. 


National Association Units to govern trotting: 
but the Board reserves the right to trot heats of 
any two classes alternately, it necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
boats. A Morse making a walk-over shall be onti. 
tied only to the entrance money paid in. When 
less than the required number of starters appear, 
they may contest for the entrance money, to be di- 
vided as follows: G0% to the first and ii3^ to the 
second. 


In divided purses no horse shall receive mars 
than one money. 


In all the foregoing stakes tbo declarations are 
void unless accompanied by the money. 
Please observe that in the above stakes, declara- 
tions are permitted for a small forfeit. 
In all running races entries not declared out by 
6 p. M. of tne day preceding tho raco shall be re- 
quired to start. 
When there is more than one entry by one per- 
son, or In one interest, the particular horse they 
are to start must be named by 6 r. M. of the day 
preceding tho race. Mo added money paid fora 
walk-over. 


Racing colors to be nani^d in entries 
lu trotting rnt'oH drivers will be required to ue*r 
caps of distinct colors which mutt bj named in 
their entries.
